W. C, Smith, M. L. A., Redeliff, out- 
lined the gensral situation in regard 
to the manketing of grain in his dis- 
trict at the opening session of. the 
Royal Grain Inquiry Commission at 
the City Hall, Medicine: Hat last 
Thursday anc after detafiing cea\- 
ings between farmers and elevaters, 
referred to a situation peculiar to this 
city. This was the fact that the 
freight to Fort William was deducteu 
from the price of wheat deiiverea ac 
local mills although the wheat wa» 
kept here and milled at this pore. 

In the course of general remarkes in 
reference to overages at country ele- 
vaters, Mr, Smith stated he had been 
told by grain company representatives 
tht the overages didn’t amount to more 
than one per cent. Taking this fig- 
ure as a basis, Mr. Smith said that ut 


‘lone hundred and twenty-five million 


bushels of the estimated one hundred 
and fifty million bushel crop estimatea 
for Alberta were marketed at country 
elevators. it would represent a foss vw 
ithe farmers of $1,250,000 if wnhear 
sold-at $1.00 a bushel or if at Toe a 
bushel, loss of $875,000. This money 
he said, rightly belonged to the farm-- 
;ers and not the elevators. This esti- 
|; mate was on this year’s crop onty. 
When the number of years that farm- 
ers have been producmg in the three

This big 
farmer, farseeing in so many things, had neglected to insure his crop against 
hail. 

He could not protect his crop against drought, or rust, nor sawfly, and 
only to a limited extent against grasshoppers, As an individual he could not 
control freight rates, market prices, nor many of his productive costs. But 
it was hail, which he could not prevent, but against which he might have ade- 
quately insured himseW. He failed to take that precaution and consequently 
found himself compelled to: nrortgage his land and pay heavy rates of interest 
which will make inroads into future profits. ‘ 

The factory owner who fails to insure his buildMgs and plant against fire, 
and the storekeeper who negiéets to insure his business, is regarded as little 
short of insane. The professional man who fails to insure his life, and whose 
family’s income ceases when he dies, is improvident and the object of severe 
censure among friends ahd relatives. And the grain farmer who is depend- 
ent on his fleld crops, the loss of which means his ruin, is a fool if he neg- 
leets Xo protect himself through insurance, If hail does not strike, he can 
afford to pay the premium; if it does strike, he can pay the premium out of 
the insurance received and still have a substantial margin wherewith to carry 
on. 

The entire farming community of Western Canada is stirred up over the 
organizations of Wheat Pools, having for their object the more orderly mar- 
keting of wheat, the! prevention of individual dumping on the market, thus 
tending to lower prices. Through the organization of these Pools it is hoped 
to‘add a few cérits per bushel to the price realized by the grower, and in many 
cases those few cents will represent the difference between actual logs on 
production and a small profit. ; 

But hundreds, even thousands, of farmers continue to allow weeds to in- 
fest their land, weeds which reduce the yield per acre very considerably, 
sometimes alarmingly, and result in'a loss far greater than the difference of 
a few cents per bushel in the selling price. Even with Wheat Pools it is go- 
ing to be difficult to influence prices in the right direction, and the individual 
farmer cannot hope to do so. ~ But farmers individually and collectively can 
add many dollars to the selling price of their grain crops by keeping their 
jand as free as possible from weeds. Yet so many of them fail todo so. 
Even municipalities, entrusted with the responsibility of weed destruction, 
leave thetr road allowances to become veritable weed beds, a menace to the 
whole countryside. 

United States Government experts have traced a loss of $12,500 to one 
barberry bush. The outbreak of stem rust started by this one bush travelled 
in one direction at least five miles and affected the wheat on eighteen farms. 
All over Western Canada can be seen patches of thistle being left to ripen 
for our prevailing winds to scatter in all directions and sufficient to reduce 
the yield of grain on tens of thousands of acres to an extent to more than off- 
set many times over any betterment in price which the Wheat Pools can pos- 
sibly bring about. Whether the Wheat Pools will prove a success time and 
actual experience alone can ‘tell, but weeds can be successfully fought and 
overcome, and financial benefits from such action are certain. 

The past season has been a difficult one, it is true, from the standpoint 
of weed destruction owing to the excessive molsturé making the persistent 
working of the land at times impossible. But this fact only makes it all the 
more important that all municipalities adopt vigorous measures along the 
line of weed destruction. * Let the Municipal Councils set a good example by 
cleaning up all the road allowances, and vigorously enforcing their bylaws 
insofar as all other land is concerned,

Gold From Laurentic 

me) Has Been Recovered 
Divining Spear Helped Greatly 

Locating. Bullion on Ocean Bed 

All except a few bars of the thirty 
{million dollars worth of gold bullion 
which dropped to the ocean bed* when 
a German submarine sank the Lauren- 
tic off Donegal, Ireland, have been re- 
covered by divers who, since 1918, 
have been carrying on their labors 90 
; feet below the, surface of the sea.. The 
| 30 bars remaining in the wreck, it is 
expected, will also be brought up. 

In addition to the gold, which was 

j consigned to United States’ bankers, 
the Laurentic was laden with almost 
$5,000,000 in silver specie, mostly in 
| 2-shilling pleces, all of which has been 
laeiveded by the divers. The men 
have been using a divining spear with 
a dial attached which shows whether 
the spear point is touching gold or a 
base metal such as iron: The appar- 
atus was brought to the attention of 
the admiralty‘in 1920 by a college pro 
fessor 

Previous to that time the divers in 
three years of labor had recovered 
668 bars, but since the galvanometer 
was brought into use more than 2,100 
have been brought to the top, each 
bar being worth from $5,000 to $10,- 
000, depending upon the standard ot 
the gold and the size of the bar.

Built By Great Chieftain and ts Six 
Centuries Old 

One of Iceland's great chieftains 
was named Snorre Sturleson. He did 
two things which have made his name 
famous. He wrote a book about the 
Kings of Norway and he built in 1¢é- 
land the famous bath, which for more 
than six. centuries has survived the 
ravages of time, ; : 

The bath is perfectly circular in 
form ang 15 feet in.diameter. It 
is constructed of hewn stones which 
exactly fit one another and have been 
joined together by a fine cement. The 
floor is paved with stones of the same 
kind, and a stone bench—capable of 
seating thirty persons runs round the 
inside of the bath. , 


- The water is supplied from’ a: hot 


spouting fountain 500 feet to the 
north. It is carried by an under 
ground aqueduct constructed of stones 
cemented together.in the same way 
as those that form the bpth. 

On reaching. the basin’ the water 4s 
admitted through a small aperture 
which is closed up with a stone when 
a sufficient atnount has been received. 

There 1s another opening &t the bot- 
tom of the bath by means of which 
the water is allowed to run away, and 
thus the bath is kept perfectly clean.

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Fruits and Ormamentals 


Planting is Recommended For 
Certain Varieties 

Dealing with fall planting, Mr. W. T. 
Macoun, Dominion Horticulturist, says 
that bush fruits, such as currants and 
gooseberties, which begin growth 
early in the spring, are best planted 
ithe fall—the latter part of Septem- 
ber. Raspberries- can be planted 
either In the fall or in the spring, but 
fall planting gives opportunity for re 
placement in the*spring if any should 
die. 

If strawberries are planted in the 
fall, it should be early in September, 
so as to become rooted before winter, 
but early in the spring is the ideal 
time to plant strawberries. If not 
planted then, Mr. Macoun says it 
wotld be advisable to use pot plants 
and plant in August, and then if might

Spring is the proper time for plant- 
ing fruit trees, ornamental trees and 
shrubs, although, adds our authority— 
as it will not -matter much if the 
branches of shrubs are killed back at 
first—should the fall be found more 
convenient they can be planted quite 
satisfactorily then, Conifers should 
not .\be planted in the_ fall. Roses 
may be planted quite successfully in 
the fall, and may escape winter kill- 
ing. If planted in the spriiig, it is ad- 
visable that they be planted at the 
first opportunity in order to be well 
established before the hot weather 
sets in. Fall is the best time to glant 
most” herbaceous | perennials. The 
peony should be planted in September 
if possible. {

Said to be From U.S. 

Few people would credit the extent 
to which the American people have 
come to permeate the Canadian Do- 
minion, especially the Western Prov- 
inces, in recent years, In the year 
1871, when the first census of the new- 
ly federated Dominion was taken, 
Canada was found to have a popula- 
tion of 3,485,761, and of these 24,162 
recorded thelr birthplace as the Unit- 
ed States. This was equivalent to 
not quite seven-tenths of 1 per cent. 
of the total population. At the time 
of the 1901 census there were 127,899 
citizens of American birth in Canada. 
In that of 1911 there were 303,680, 
representing 4.1 per cent. of the total 
population of the time. From 1911 
to 1921 a total of 748,118 citizens of 
the United States entered Uanada, so 
that at the present time there are 
well over 1,000,000 people in Canada 
who have been citizens of the. United 
States, or scmething like 12 per cent. 
of the total Dominion population.—RB.

Government Solved Difficulty Created 
By Buddhist Priests 

When English engineers wished to 
build an electric light generating plant 
for the city of Simla, Buddhist priests 
opposed the plans because upon every 
available mountain stream the faithful 
had installed prayer-mills operated by 
the current. Upon the wheels were 
fixed prayers, and each turn of the 
wheel was a prayer offered to the 
gods, as efficacious as if offered by 
word of mouth. It would be a sacri- 
lege, they said, to use the water for 
industrial purposes. 

The government solved ‘the difficulty 
by directing the electric light com- 
pany to install motors to drive the 
prayeranills, so that Simla now prays 
by eleéctricity—Record of Christian

3,973, tors, or about 470 tons moré 
than the dally average production 
throughout the whole of 1922. Ex- 
ports during the period under review 
‘totalled 550,765 tons, distributed as 
follows: United States, 536,187; Aus- 
tralia, 65,163; New Zealand, 6,095; 
South America, 323; South Africa, 
2/427; and all others, 670.

The Natural Resources titelligence 
Service of the Department of the In- 
terior at Ottawa, says: 


The extent to which Canada’s “na 
turf) resources’ enter into her export 
trade is shown by the figures for the 
year ending March $1 last Agricul- 
ture, the backbone of our export trade, 
as represented by agricultural and 
vegetable products, amounted to $407, 
760,000, or 43.8 per cent. of the total, 
while «animal products amounted to 
$108,559,000, or 11.6 per cent The 
forests, with their. products of wood 
and paper, supplied a value of $228, 
766,000 to our export trade, or 24.5 
per cent., while mines and minerals 
contributed $123,143,000, or 13.3 per 
cent. Fisheries, Canada’s first natur- 
al resource to be developed, showed 
exports of $27,502,000, or 3 per cent. 
of the total, while chemical products, 


derived entirely from our natural re- 
sources and largely due to our unex- 
celled waterpower providing facilities 
for their manufatture,; showed exports 
Of $14,047,000, or 1.5 per cent. of our 
total export trade. With such .a 
showing made by our 8,788,000 popula- 
tion, it is not much to be wondered at 
that Canadians are proud of their na- 
tural resourges, ‘
